coal ie usually placed in the stove by which 
lire draft i* destroyed, and gasses 
are

Stoves should he 
constructed writ air-tight doors, and means 
is . de-1 of supplying air to the top of tire Coal lire 
i d s"— | as well a- the bottom. 
The fe fJ door 
should never b* opened except to supply 
fuel. 
When open, of course, redd air 
rushes i i i and cool# tire sides of (lie stoves, 
wasting cool. 
When too much air gets
